Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner stated that a declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 may be 
used to provide evidence of unexpected results. The Examiner also stated that the declaration should provide 
evidence that if the methods of the prior art cited in the rejection are followed and their result compared with that of the 
inventive method, that the same properties, such as mildew resistance, are not achieved by the method of the prior art. 
The Examiner also stated that the reference to Aida has also been reconsidered as it pertained to the rejection of 
Claims 2 and 3. The Examiner directed attention to the portions of Aida's reference at 6:62 and 7:13-15 which stated 
that Aida appears to teach an amount of inorganic flame retardants of 5 to 200 parts based upon 100 parts by weight 
of the resin, which appears to overlap with the claimed range of boron-containing compounds claimed in the instant 
application. The Examiner suggested that the Applicant should address this portion of the reference in the response. 
Additionally, the Examiner noted that the claim language of Claim 1 which "comprises" particular elements is 

: interpreted broadly, and does would not exclude a combination of organic and inorganic flame retardants. The 
Examiner also cited MPEP 21 1 1 .03 for interpretation of the meanings of transitional phrases such as "comprising" in
